Karamanlis to allow him to form an 
interim administration to organize 
the elections to be held on Novem- 
ber 17. 

‘The elections, the first in 2 decade, 
will be held under a proportional 
representation system which en- 
courages the formation of larger 
political groups. 

Under the provisions of the law, 
only those political parties which 
have secured 17 per cent of total 
votes cast are eligible to participate 
in the second distribution of seats 
in parliament. Parties with less than 
17 per cent wilt see their votes 
divided among the bigger groups 
which will take the lion's share of 
the 300-seat house. 

The main rivals in the forth- 
coming poll will be the parties of 
“New Democracy” under Mr. 
Karamanlis, and “The Centre Union- 
New Forces" headed by the Deputy 
Premier and Foreign Minister, Mr. 
George Mavros. 

Other parties who will take part 
are the Panhellenic Socialist Move- 
ment, under Professor Andreas 
Papandreou, the United Left, which 
includes the Communist party, and 
the National Democratic Union, 
under royalist politician Petros 
Garoufalias. 

Mr, Karamanlis, who will head the 
caretaker cabinet, has already stated 
thst the Interim government's task 
will be limited to supervise the elec- 
tlons, to handle the Cyprus crisis, 
and to deal with routine admin- 
istrative problems.

᾿ Sampson says his orders 
saved Makarios’ life 


NICOSIA (UPI).— Nicos Sampson, 
the former guerrilla gunman who 
was president of Cyprus for eight 
days after the July 15 coup, said 
yesterday he saved the life of oust- 
ed President Archbishop Makarios. 

In his memoirs in his newspaper 
“Makht,” Sampson, 39, said that on 
July 16, when almost the entire 
island was in the hands of the coup 
leaders, Greek Cypriot Natfonal 
Guard units were closing in on Pa- 
phos, where the Archbishop fied 
after escaping through a back door 
of his Nicosta palace. 

Paphos, in western Cyprus some 
100 km. from Nicosia, was the only 
town still held by Makarios sup- 


porters, 

“I was at National Guard head- 
quarters in Nicosia following deve-: 
lopments and - to the con. 
versation on the wireless,” | said 
Sampson, once a member ofthe 
Eoka guerrilla movement fighting 
for union with Greece. 


“An officer then radioed that his 
guns were within shooting range of 
the British helicopter which was to 
fly Makarios from Paphos to the 
British airbase at Akrotiri. 

“The officer said he could see the 
Archbishop running, crouching to- 
wards the helicopter. He could hit 
him either on the ground or after 
the helicopter took off. He asked 
for instructions.” 

Sampson said he seized the radio 
and shouted to the officer, “Do not 
fire, let him go. This is Sampson, 
President of the Republic.” 

Not satisfied, the officer replied, 
“I must have confirmation from the 
Jeader (of the coup).”

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Heath renews coalition. talk 
in bid to cut Labour lead 


LONDON (UPI), — British politi- 
cal leaders yesterday went into the 
final 48 hours before tomorrow's 
fateful general election, with Con- 
servative Party chief Edwerd Heath 
renewing demands for a “govern- 
ment of national unity” to tackle 
the country’s economic crisis and 
the Labour and Liberal partiea 
giving the idee the brushoff. 

Heath sald at his daily campaign 
news-conference that if he wins he 
will summon other party leaders on 
Seturday to “start the process of 
hammering out a common policy for 
the crisis.” 

But Labour Prime Minister Ha- 
old Wilson — favoured to turn his 
‘resent minority government into a 
najority — dismissed this as “a 
gimmick τ ἃ tactic to get votes.” 
And Liberal Party leader Jeremy 

Thorpe said “I consider a coalition 
government ts unlikely in the ex- 
treme.” 

Thorpe said the Liberals — the 
other part of such s coalition — 
‘would probably remain technically 
in opposition. But he added that 
they would hold “talks with who- 
ever heads Britain's next govern- 
ment to see whether agreement is 
possible on a generally acceptable 
Frogramnie.” 

Britain's 41 million voters go to 
the polls tomorrow for the second 
time this year in an election domin- 
ated by the nation's inflatton-fed 

‘conomic crisis, the threat of mass 
memployment, and labour’s ques- 
tioning of Eritain’s continued mem- 
bership of the Common Market. 

Wilson ordered the election in a 
bid to win a new five-year mandate 
with a a pariiamentary majo- 

rity, both to deal with the crisis 
and alzo to nationalize large sec- 
tions of industry still in private 
ownership. 

The last election, on February 28, 
put Heath’s Conservatives out of 
office but gave no party an overall 
majority in Parliament. ᾿ 


Since then Wilson has headed a 
minority Labour government, liabie 
to frequent defeats when the Con- 
servatives and Liberals joined forces 
against it. 

Ali recent opinion polls have given 
Labour a lead of one to 9 per 
cent, London bookies yesterday 
quoted 3-10 or 2-7 on a Labour vic- 
tory, 5-2.against a Conservative vic- 
tory and 100-1 or 66-1 against the 
Liberals. 


As the showdown at the polls 
neared, Heath reiterated his readi- 
neag to form a “government of na- 
tlonal unity” if he wins and said he 
plans to hold talks about this on 
Saturday, 

But Wilson said he expects to 
spend Saturday at Chequers, the 
Prime Minister's official country 
residence—an indication he thinks 
fhe still wil be Prime Minister after 
the election. 

"T do not waste time dealing 
with purely hypothetical questions, 
he said yesterday, when asked if 
he would accept an invitation from 
Heath. “Anyhow, perhaps TH ask 
Mr, Heath to come and see me,” he 
added. 

Thorpe said ‘I do not wish to 
close all options. But I do not be- 
eve that under the present parties 
and leaderships there would be suffi- 
client agreement for a Conservative- 
Liberal or Labour-Liberal coalition.

This demonstration of loyalty 
and devotion to the Soviet Union 
reflected a major theme of the 
festivities honouring the day 25 
years ago when the Soviet zone of 
occupied Germany became the Ger- 
man Democratic Republic. 

It is echoed, too, in a new-look 
constitution, which came into force 
on Monday, abandoning the goal of 
Bast-West German unity and lay- 
ing heavy emphasis on the “eternal 
bond" with the Soviet Union. 

Mr, Brezhnev, however, in ad- 
dressing a mass rally on the eve 
of East Germany's anniversary, 
dwelt gliowingly and at length on 
the prospects of stepping up tes 
with West Germany.

Germany held a, “special place” in 
the stability of “peace in Europe 
and brought tangible political and 
economic results, he stressed. 

The theme of relations with West 
Germany almost certainly played a 
part In Mr, Brezhnev’s deliberations 
with Mr. Honecker, observers said. 

Diplomats from Nato states boy- 
cotted Sunday’s anniversary cere- 
mony — the British Ambassador 
was at work in his office — and 
the Chinese, who came under attack 
from both Brezhnev and Honecker, 
were also said to have stayed away.

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Israelis leave Austria 
in transit centre clash 


VIENNA (Reuter). — Several 
IgraeHs processing Soviet Jewish 
emigrants in transit 4 
Vierma have left Austria after 
a dispute between Austrian and 
Israeli officials, informed sources 
said on Monday. 

The Israelis, employees of the 
Jewish Agency, left after police 
found weapons at εἰ transit centre 
run by the Austrian Red Cross in 
the Vienna suburb of Simmering. 

The sources said the row 
erupted during Rosh Hashana 
celebrationg last month, when 
reports in the Austrian press 
said Arab terrorists were plan- 
ning to attack the centre. 

The Jewish Agency evacuated 
the newly-opened hostel and took 
many of the emigrants to Vien- 
ua hotels, without informing the 
Red Cross or the Austrian Gov- 
ernment, according to the sources. 

The action led to tension be- 
tween the Israelis and the Aus- 
trians, and was followed by a 
police search of the centre. 

Two Israelis found with weap- 
ons were asked to leave the 
country. Some 10 to 15 others, 
also employees of the Jewish 
Agency. bad ieft since, the 
sources sald. 


Jewish Agency officials and 
the Austrian Interlor Ministry 
declined to comment. 

The row threatened to re- 
aweken old Austrian ciaims that 
Israeli officials handling emi- 
grants in transit here were run-

This allegation figured prom- 
inently among the Austrian Gov- 
ernment's reasons for closing 
down the transit camp at Schoe- 
nau, near Vienna, last year. 

The camp was closed as part 
of 2 controverslal bargain struck 
with Arab terrorists when they 
seized several Soviet Jews on a. 
train to Vienna in September, 
1973. 

‘The transit centre at Simmer- 
ing is a replacement for the 
Schoenau camp and most emi- 
grants stay there only a few 
hours before being flown to 
Israel. 

The new centre has already 
frought protests from residents 
of nearby flats, fearful of an 
attack by Palestinian terrorists.
